The opening round of the AMA Nation- 
al Enduros Series scheduled to get 
under way on February 11 in Wicken- 
berg, Arizona, has been canceled.

Laguna Seca undergoes 
extensive changes

T he track modifications and expansion to Monterey, California's Laguna Seca Race- 


bike Series on July 19-21 - is in the final stages of completion. The changes to the 
track are in the turn nine (Rainey Corner) area to turn 11 (the hairpin that leads onto 
Laguna's front straight) and were done to meet IndyCar safety requirements. 

With turn 11 now pushed back, pit lane has been expanded to provide a total of 32 
pit stalls, each 35 feet in length - an increase of 280 feet. The pit lane expansion also 
provides an additonal three acres of paddock space and new spectator viewing terraces 
which are being built 25 feet above the track. In addition, 5000 permanent grandstand 
seats will be constructed in turns 11 and four. "The IndyCar organization wanted a 
larger pit lane and the FIM wanted proper runoff areas at turns 10 and 11," general 
manager Scott Atherton said. "As a result of the modifications we've made, I believe 


both issues have been addressed."

PERFORMANCE 
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SUPERCROSS 


hile 1995 provided some of the 

best supercross racing action 

ever and consistently packed sta- 

diums, the U.S. Supercross Series ended 
on a sour note last year. 

In fact, it could be argued that the series 
reached an all-time low in its 22-year histo- 
ry. You might remember that the final race 
of the season in Las Vegas turned ugly 
when a power failure left the stadium floor 
in darkness. Despite the good efforts of the 
promoters to go on with the show by 
bringing in makeshift lights to illuminate 
the track, many of the top riders chose not 
to ride the main event, claiming the condi- 
tions were still too dangerous for them to 
compete. But was this the real reason why 
they decided not to ride? Some say not, 
claiming that many of the riders chose not 
to ride, using the sudden power outage to 
vent their frustrations on the promoters 
due to the lack of a series points fund last 
year. 

No matter how you want to look at it, 
everyone - from the factories to the fans - 
left the Silverbowl that night with a bad 
taste in their mouths and wondering what 
would become of next year's series. The 
riders were mad at the promoters, the pro- 
moters were mad at the riders, and many 
of the spectators, who had endured a long, 
uncomfortable night in the desert heat in 
Vegas, were confused, frustrated, and mad 
at the riders as well. The future didn't look 
good. 

Obviously something had to be done 
during the off-season, those in charge 
knowing good and well that the sport of 
supercross can't grow until a happy con- 
census is reached among the riders, pro- 
moters and the AMA. To accomplish this, 
the first step toward smoothing out the 
bumps in the road was to mend the rocky 
relationship between the supercross pro- 
moters and the AMA, and after meeting 
upon meeting, the two groups ironed out 
many of their differences. A new relation- 
ship was formed when AMA Pro Racing 
and supercross series promoters PACE 
SuperSports and SRO Motorsports signed 
a seven-year agreement beginning with

the upcoming season. The déal benefits 
everyone, but most importantly, it benefits 
the riders - the ones who make the show. 
As a result of this agreement, the riders, 
once again, have a $100,000 points fund to 
shoot for this year, including $780,000 in 
event purses. In addition, nearly $400,000 
in the Supercross Contingency Program 
will still be paid out to participants in the 
125 and 250cc classes. 

“The agreement begins a new chapter 
in the sport of supercross,” said Charlie 
Mancuso, president of SRO Motorsports. 
“We are all confident that with it will come 
a period of greater communication and 
cooperation among all entities, including 
the riders and teams, factories and spon- 
sors. More importantly, this pact will give 
the sport of supercross the needed stability 
to grow and prosper into the next centu- 


Roy Janson, director of supercross for 
SRO and PACE, said, “We are excited that 
through the combined efforts of the AMA, 
the event producers and series contin- 
gency sponsors, we are able to reach 
record levels of rider support. And we 
believe that the 1996 series will be the best 
ever.” (See an interview with Janson else- 
where in this issue).

For now, everyone is happy - the rid- 
ers, the promoters and the AMA, and per- 
haps now everyone can concentrate on 
what makes supercross so great - the rac- 
ing. 

When the gate drops for the start of the 
1996 AMA Supercross Series in Orlando, 
Florida, on January 13, it will mark the 
start of the 22nd season of the supercross 
series, and all the riders on the starting line 
will be aiming their guns at none other 
than Team Honda’s Jeremy McGrath, the 
three-time number-one-plate holder. And 
it won't be until May 18 in Cleveland, 
Ohio, when we'll find out if any of them 
hit their target. If not, and McGrath does 
go on to win his fourth-straight title, we'll 
see another record broken by "SuperMac." 
No rider has ever won four supercross 
titles, let alone four in a row. 

Once again, this year's AMA Super- 
cross Series will visit 15 different venues in 
a five-month span. For 1996, the series will 
make stops at two new locations. On April 
20, the Charlotte, North Carolina, round 
will be held at Charlotte Motor Speedway 
instead of Memorial Stadium, and, for the 
first time, a supercross round will make a 
stop in St. Louis, Missouri, at the new 
Trans World Dome. 

Deleted from this year's schedule is the 
Las Vegas round, which has over the years 
been the host city for the grand finale. But 
not this year. Instead, Cleveland will have 
that honor.

1996 AMA Supercross Series Predictions

ing to brag about. But all was not lost, we 

did get one right. Last year we predicted 
Jeremy McGrath would win his third straight 
supercross title, but who didn't? From second 
place on back, we didn't even come close. After 
all, who would have guessed that privateer 
Larry Ward would finish out the season as the 
runner-up, finishing ahead of a string of facto- 
ry riders: Jeff Emig, Mike Kiedrowski, Doug 
Henry, Mike LaRocco and John Dowd. This 
just po to show that the sport of supercross is 
anything but predictable. 

We didn't do too bad with the 125cc class. 
We got the West Coast series champ correct 
with Damon Huffman, and our “wild card” 
pick of Mickael Pichon topped the East Coast 
series. Tim Ferry, our number-one pick to win 
the East series, finished fourth after getting 
injured. 

Here are our supercross picks for '96, and, 
what a surprise, we're again going to pick 
McGrath to win his fourth straight title. But 
even with McGrath, there's no sure thing in 
supercross. We also randomly asked a few 
industry insiders for their picks, and as you 
can see, we aren't the only ones predicting 
McGrath will nab his fourth title. 


0 ur predictions last year, well, were noth- 


1. Jeremy McGrath 

With 29 career supercross wins and three consecu- 
tive championship titles to his credit, there's little 
doubt that Jeremy McGrath is the best rider the 
sport of supercross has ever seen. Following his 
first-ever 250cc National Championship, McGrath 
has found even more drive and determination to 
train hard and push himself. Barring injury, we see 
no reason that Showtime will not romp to his 
record-setting fourth consecutive championship in 
1996. 


2. Damon Huffman 

Like Jeremy McGrath, Damon Huffman will make 
his full-time 250cc-class debut with a pair of West- 
ern Regional 125cc Supercross Championships to his 
credit. And like McGrath, Huffman looks as if he's 
hardly trying as he works his way over obstacles 
that give others fits. If Huffman can score a win 
early in the season and gain confidence, or if 
McGrath should get hurt, the tall Californian could 
be the heir apparent to the supercross throne. 


3. Steve Lamson 
Recently crowned 125cc National Champion Steve 
Lamson has always shown flashes of brilliance on a

supercross track, but injuries and a lack of confi- 
dence have held him back in the past. Lamson was 
consistently second to McGrath in the off-season 
European races, and if he can stay healthy, Lamson 
should score his first-ever indoor win in ‘96, We 
expect him to round out the top three when the 
series comes to an end. 


4. Jeff Emig 

Jeff Emig scored his first-ever supercross win at the 
controversy-marred Las Vegas season finale, and 
he’s anxious to back it up with a “real” win. Emig 
definitely has the talent, but has a tendency to tight- 
en up while leading. Emig should win a few in 1996, 
but his lack of consistency will hold him to fourth. 


5. Larry Ward 

Larry Ward shocked the masses by finishing second 
overall in last year’s series aboard a privateer Yama- 
ha. This year Ward made the switch to Honda of 
Troy and feels that he has an even-better chance of 
beating Jeremy McGrath, now that he’s on the same 
machine, but we feel that Ward’s competition will 
be much stronger in 1996. With any luck, Ward will 
win score his second career supercross win, but we 
don’t foresee him finishing as high as he did last 
year. 


6. Ryan Hughes 

After gaining a reputation as one of the hardest- 
charging 125cc pilots in the world, Ryan Hughes 
will race a 250 full time in 1996. While his aggres- 
sive riding style complimented his speed in the 
125cc class, it may set him on his head in the 250cc 
division. If Hughes can calm down a bit, he may be 
the sleeper of the season. Put him down for at least 
sixth. 


7. Mike LaRocco 

For several years, Mike LaRocco has been the only 
rider to pressure Jeremy McGrath in the supercross 
series title chase. This year, LaRocco will have two 
things going against him - he’s been sidelined with 
injuries throughout the off-season, and he'll have to 
adjust to a new bike. While LaRocco is without a 
doubt one of the hardest chargers in supercross, we 
feel that he will need about half of the indoor season 
to reach his full potential. 


8. Greg Albertyn 

Three-time World Champion Greg Albertyn looked 
like a fish out of water when the supercross series 
started last year, but he’s made a vast improvement 
in his supercross style since then. Though his style 
still isn’t as fluid as those of his American counter- 
parts, we feel that Albertyn will break into the series 
top 10 in 1996. If he doesn’t, it won't be for lack of 
trying. 


9. Damon Bradshaw 

Though he was once one of the most dangerous rid- 
ers to set foot in a stadium, Damon Bradshaw seems 
to have lost a bit of the edge that he once had. Brad- 
shaw has missed two full supercross seasons, and 
we feel that much time away may have been too 
much. We hope he proves us wrong - it would be 
thrilling to see Bradshaw resume his position at the 
front of the pack 


10. Doug Henry 

Because he suffered a serious back injury near the 
end of the 1995 season, Doug Henry will be the big 
question mark in the 1996 supercross series. At the 
end of last year's indoor series, Henry showed 
incredible promise and looked to be one of the only 
riders who could seriously threaten Jeremy 
McGrath. Can Henry regain his former form and 
promise? We hope so, but time will tell.

1. Tim Ferry 

Tim Ferry was leading the 125cc series last year 
before he got hurt and he's only gotten stronger and 
faster since then. Ferry will dominate the East. 


125 West Coast 
1. Kevin Windham 
I think Kevin Windham will surprise a lot of people 
this year. Windham is no longer a rookie and is big- 
ger and stronger, and, not to mention, has more 
confidence than ever.

I thought I'd go out on a limb for my number-one 
pick. A real big, monster of a limb. Of course, you'd 
have to be crazy not to bet on McGrath to win the 
series, after all he pretty much smoked everyone in 
Europe during the off-season and shows no signs of 
letting up. 


2. Jeff Emig 

Jeff Emig has championship speed but has a hard 
time putting a whole season together. But this year, 
things will be different. Emig is coming off a suc- 
cessful 250cc National MX Series where he finished 
second, and that momentum should carry into the 
'96 supercross series. His confidence is up, he's on a 
new team and with a little bit of luck he'll be a title 
contender. He'll be there ready to pounce should 
McGrath stumble. 


3. Mike LaRocco 

During McGrath's reign in supercross, LaRocco has 
been the only rider to consistently give the champ 
something to worry about, but injuries have slowed 
his progress. It'll take LaRocco a few races to get 
used to his new Suzuki ride, which will give 
McGrath and Emig a head start in the points race. If 
LaRocco wins in Orlando, though, McGrath could 
be in for a long season. | 


4. Steve Lamson 

Steve Lamson is getting stronger and stronger in 
supercross. He'll win his first SX this year and will 
mix it up with McGrath, Emig and LaRocco all year. 
Even though I picked him to finish fourth, I 
wouldn’t be surprised if he finished out the year 
nipping at McGrath’s heels.

5. Damon Huffman 

Damon Huffman is hard to figure out. He's obvi- 
ously one of the fastest 125cc supercross racers 
around, but can he ride a 250?

ed to do for years. Hughes has the determination 
and the speed to win. Once he nails down consisten- 
cy, he'll be a force to be reckoned with. 


7. Larry Ward 

There probably isn’t anybody who wants to win 
more than Larry Ward. He finished second last year 
and, as a result, had hoped his reward would be a 
factory ride for '96. That didn't happen, so he wants 
to prove the factories wrong for not scooping him 
up. The switch from Yamahas to Hondas should 
come easily for Ward. Still, I pick him seventh this 
year. 


8. Greg Albertyn 

The former World Champion is no longer a rookie 
when it come to supercross. He showed he had the 
speed to win but consistency eluded him. This year, 
he'll only get better, but he'll have to keep it on two 
wheels. If he does that, he can finish higher than 
eighth. 


9. Damon Bradshaw 

If Damon Bradshaw has the desire, which he says he 
does, then he'll break into the top 10, if not the top 
five, with ease. But for now, I'll give him ninth. If he 
has some top finishes early in the season though, 
then I'll be way off. 


10. Doug Henry 

I feel obligated to put Doug Henry in the top 10; 
after all, he was unbelievably fast before he got hurt 
late last year. Since his big crash, Henry has 
switched teams - from Honda to Yamaha - so not - 
only is he coming back from an injury, he has to get 
used to a new bike, on which he's had little time to 
practice. The cards are stacked against him, but he is 
Doug Henry.

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RACERTEST | Anthony Gobert's Muzzy Kawasaki ZXR750

ife's a roller coaster. After 

coming so close to retaining 

their World Superbike title 

in 1994, Rob Muzzy's 
Kawasaki team looked set to do the 
whole job in '95 after the season kicked 
into action with the preseries warmup 
on the Daytona bankings - well, if that's 
what you can call a 200-mile race run on 
an engine-breaking speed-bowl! In spite 
of giving his rivals a head start by step- 
ping off his ZXR750 right in front of 
them all on the second lap, Scott Russell 
amazingly completed a hat-trick of Day- 
tona 200 victories by remounting and 
chasing them down - and without near- 
ly as much help from the pace car as 
some of his European foes later contend- 
ed. Kawasaki was looking good for 
another world title. 

Yet, just as amazingly, only two 
months later at Hockenheim (Europe's 
equivalent of Daytona but without the 
bankings) the newly built '95 Muzzy 
Kawasakis were completely outpaced. 
Though Jochen Schmid on the Kurt 
Stuckl-tuned Kawasaki Germany ZXR 
repeatedly blitzed all the other factory 
opposition in a straight line, the Muzzy 
bikes were obviously struggling. A new 
2-1-2 twin-silencer exhaust supposed to 
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provide an extra two horsepower at the 
top end, while at the same time resolv- 
ing the team's problems in passing the 
noise test, proved not to deliver on the 
track what it had promised on the dyno. 

They didn't have much better luck in 
the next round at Misano, where this 
time it was John Reynolds on the private 
Reve Kawasaki who embarrassed the 
Team Muzzy riders, mounted on bikes 
that were visibly struggling for speed. 
Worse still was in store at Donington, 
where works engines built in Japan by 
Kawasaki "might have had a tough time 
winning the 600 Supersport race," 
according to a caustic Scott Russell. 
They were grenades - with short fuses. 

| When word leaked out that Russell was 
jumping ship to 500cc Grand Prix racing 
with the Lucky Strike Suzuki team, you 
had to sympathize with him. In three 
short months, Mr. Daytona had gone 
from title contender to making up the 
numbers, in the class he'd once domi- 
nated, on the bike that had made him a 
World Champion. How the mighty had 
fallen... 

That was plumb bottom for the 
Muzzy team's '95 fortunes; things could 
only get better. And they did, after the 
team took a few steps to re-establish 
their footing. First, they decided not to 
replace Russell, but to concentrate all 
their efforts on just one rider. Second, 
that man-was Australian rookie Antho- 
ny Gobert, who had hitherto almost 
been overlooked by the team in their 
efforts to set Russell on a title-winning 
course. Surprisingly, Gobert had done 
no preseason testing with his new team. 
His only mileage on a Kawasaki since 

| winning the last World Superbike race 

of '94 in Australia (within a week of sit- 

| ting on one for the first time) had been 
the Dunlop tire tests at Daytona, and the 
Daytona 200 itself (in which he crashed). 
Not much preparation for his first sea- 
son in World Superbike! And third, 
while factory development had stalled 
on the ZXR750 in its wind-down year in 
71 x 47.3mm long-stroke form, work 
now restarted to regain competitiveness. 
“We had a new engine for Monza; and 
were back in the hunt,” said Rob Muzzy 
looking back on the season. And so they 
were. 

Gobert now showed his true mettle, 
and with the patient attention of Muzzy 
team manager Steve Johnson now 
focused 100 percent on smoothing his 
young rider's steep learning curve with 
regard to machine setup and interpret- 
ing feedback from the team's on-board 
telemetry system, the Aussie kid's raw 
talent started to flourish. After leading a 
race for the first time at Monza, he made 
Kawasaki's '95 rostrum debut with a 
second and a third in Austria, then went 
one better in the next round at Laguna 
Seca by winning one race and finishing 
second in the other. Kawasaki was back 
on top again - and Gobert had joined the 
World Superbike elite as a regular con- 
tender for a place in victory lane. 

To sign the season off with a flourish, 
he repeated his '94 success at Phillip 
Island by winning the final race of the 
season, and so finished fourth in the 
World Championship in his debut year. 
He might have won the other race that 
day too, but for an incorrect rear tire 
choice - it shredded under the demands 
of his dramatic and spectacular 
motocross-derived riding style. 

“It’s interesting to note that the tracks 
I've won at are the only tracks I've test- 
ed at," said Gobert after winning at 
Phillip Island. Just as well that he did 
test there from my point of view, 
because after being rained out at Assen 
the day after the race, the Muzzy team 
invited me to ride his bike at their 





Phillip Island session the week 
before the final round - the same 
track I'd sampled Scott Russell's 
bike on exactly a year before. On a 
windy day, Gobert did me proud 
when warming up the ZXR by 
breaking Fogarty's year-old lap 
record - on race tires, no less. One 
new rear Dunlop qualifier later, 
and the Muzzy bike was ready - 
complete with the remains of 
the full tank of gas Anthony 
had set his amazing time on. 
The Go-Show had gone good. 
Now it was my turn at, er, a 
slightly reduced pace. 

Considerably reduced 
pace to begin with, in fact, 
because Anthony's chosen 
setup takes a lot of getting 
used to, even if, says Steve 
Johnson, it is a lot like Scott 
Russell's was. Basically, 
Gobert has the bike set up 
very loose, like a 180-mph 
motocrosser, with wide- 
spread bars, hardly any 
steering damper, a soft 
front suspension and a 
stiff rear. Since he rides 
the bike on the back 
wheel all the time, this 
makes sense. But it also 
means you can't carry as 
much corner speed as you might 
otherwise, because if you try to go too 
fast the front wheel starts to chatter. 
Instead, you have to brake very hard 
and deep into the apex - especially on a 
slower turn like Siberia or the downhill- 
entry MG corner at Phillip Island - then 
turn the bike on the back wheel with a 
lot of brake and some opposite lock, 
before firing it up out of the turn with a 
big handful of gas. Easier said than 
done! 








It's 

a mark of how radi- 

cal his riding style is by Superbike 
standards that it wasn't until Gobert 
found a setting he could work with that 
he started to get on the pace. That was at 
Monza. Having found the right combi- 
nation, he stuck with it. "We didn't 
make a single suspension change for 
five races, from Monza to Brands 
Hatch," says Johnson. "And that includ- 





ed two rostrum finishes in Austria and 
winning at Laguna Seca. Anthony has 
so much natural talent that once he gets 
a setting he's comfortable with, he can 
ride the bike round any minor prob- 
lems. Mind you, it shows the bike is 
pretty good, too!" 

The soft front suspension allows the 
46mm Ohlins forks to compress under 
the heavy braking provided by the big 
320mm AP discs and their six-pot 
calipers - chosen in back-to-back tests 
before this season, says Johnson, 
because of their similarity in perfor- 
mance to the banned-for-'95 carbon 
brakes. They don't have much initial 
bite, but they come on very strong the 
harder you squeeze, just like the black 
brakes do/did, with a kind of self-servo 
effect that gives outstanding stopping 
power. The only cost of this immense 
reserve of outright power is the loss of 
initial sensitivity at light lever pressures. 

The front-end dive you get as a result 
of soft fork settings and super-strong 
brakes stands the bike on its nose and 
steepens the steering geometry to make 
turn-in easier - even if you don't kick 
the back wheel around by stomping on 
the rear brake like Anthony does. It also 
means that you don't hang off the bike 
very far - not that it's easy to do so, any- 
way: Gobert uses a thick pad on the

back of the seat to wedge himself in 
position and shove as much of his body 
weight as possible forward onto the 
front wheel with those wide-spread 
handlebars. Like Russell, he sits on the 
bike and leans it over rather than hang- 
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ing off it, so just as when I rode Scott's 
ZXR, I found the best way to make the 
Kawasaki change direction with this dis- 
tinctive setup was to push on the foot- 
pegs and use your inside leg to force it 
to alter a line, rather than hang off it and 
muscle it around with your upper body 
like on a more conventional race setup. 

It's an acquired skill that you don't 
learn in the space of 20 or so laps, but 
apart from making him very hard to 
pass on the way into a turn (since he 
forces others to wash off their corner 
speed when he gets in their way) the 
setup suits Anthony's ultracommitted 
and very spectacular dirt-derived style 
perfectly - a style which would have 
been ideally adapted to 500cc GP racing 
in the pre-Big Bang era of lightning- 
quick power delivery, and still may be 
even today. We'll see before long, I'm 
sure! 

The flipside of this MX-based road 
race setup is that the bike feels very bal- 
anced and, well, normal to sit on and 
ride. Just like a road bike, really. Rear 
ride height is quite low, for two good 
reasons: One, it makes it more stable 
under the fierce braking that's all part of 
the Go-Show - any higher would 
increase the weight transfer and steepen 
the head angle even more under that 
heavy braking, threatening instability 
on corner entry and risking the front 
wheel tucking under. Two, it improves 
traction out of the turn under the brutal 
acceleration that's another part of the 
Gobert riding package. 

As his shredded rear tire in the first 
race at Phillip Island showed, Gobert 
gets on the gas harder and earlier than 
any of his rivals - another component of 
his motocross riding style, which made 
the hiccups in Dunlop tire development 
in the wake of the Kobe earthquake 
another factor in the disappointing first 
half to the season. as as is quite 
happy power-steering with the back 
wheel when he gets hard on the gas, 
and it seems the Kawasaki chassis - now 
more responsive and less stiff than in 
mid-'94 when the team went in the 
wrong direction with development - is 
well suited to this, as Gobert's colleague 
on the Bertocchi Kawasaki, Italian Pier- 
giorgio Bontempi, showed time and 
again with his power-laid darkies this 
season. 

"The bikes were really the same as 
we had in '94," says Johnson, "except 
we did a lot of work on making the 
power delivery a little smoother and the 
powerband broader, working with dif- 
ferent cam combinations and such-like 
to get the power to the ground better. 
Anthony's motocross-sourced riding 





style 

makes this impor- 

tant, because he gets on the gas so 
early that most of the time the bike's not 
pointing where he wants it to go, so the 
power has got to be controllable, and it's 
critical that it accelerates cleanly and 
crisply." 

Though Johnson refused to confirm 
it, there's no doubt that part of this 
development included fitting a gear dri- 
vetrain to the twin overhead camshafts 
to replace the side-mounted cam chain. 
To be sure of this, you only have to com- 
pare the sound of the engine of the 
Muzzy bike when they fire it up in pit 
lane to a normal ZXR like Jochen 
Schmid's in the next garage. The extra 
mechanical whine from the gears is 
obvious. Just check out the parts list for 
the new '96 Kawasaki ZX7R race kit, 
and there you'll find an alternative 
crankshaft for the gear-drive conver- 
sion. "I'm almost sure Russell had a 
gear engine at Sugo in '94," says the 
manager of another team, speculating 
that the reason for the conversion was 
the same as when Honda made the 
switch on their V4s - crisper response 
from the engine and more accurate 
valve timing. 

Though Rob Muzzy is reputed to 
have tried another smart trick in U.S. 
Superbike racing, in the form of elec- 
tronically adjustable variable-length 
carb trumpets like Honda employs on 
the works RC45s and both Ducati and 
Yamaha have experimented with in the 
past, there's no confirmation of that 
being fitted to Gobert's bike. However, 
such a device (now commonplace in 
Formula One car racing) would allow a 
high-revving engine like the ZXR750 - 
or the latest version of the works RC45, 
which revs just as high as the 14,700- 
rpm Kawasaki - to deliver improved

torque at the 

lower end of the powerband, when the 
carb stack would extend for optimum 
velocity. This without sacrificing top- 
end power at high rpm, when they 
would fully contract. Sorry, can't find 
any mention of this one in the ZX7R kit 
parts list, though! 

You can't help but notice when you 
ride the Muzzy bike how definitely 
quicker the engine accelerates than 
before. It spins up really fast, perhaps a 
function of that gear camshaft drive 
which is apparently reserved for the fac- 
tory's top World Superbike rider and 
their Japanese works team. Other riders 
confirm that Gobert's bike is now a mis- 
sile out of turns. This perhaps because 
his “fire-it-up” riding style is so well 
suited to the bike, although the '95 bike 
doesn't have any top-speed advantage 
over the other bikes, unlike a year ago. 
Mind you, it was fast enough for me. 

Rounding the last turn at Phillip 
Island flat out in fourth gear, with the 
loose chassis setup flapping the front 
wheel as you hit the bump on the exit, is 
an undeniable thrill - especially when 
you click into fifth with the sweet-action 
speed shifter at over 125 mph, and top 
at 155-plus, with the bars waving in 
your hands yet everything strangely 
controllable. It's hard work holding on, 
even harder to make the bike straighten 
up and fly right - yet after a few laps of 
doing this you realize that's the way the 
bike was born to behave, in Go-Show 
go-mode, at least. I can see now how 
stiffening the chassis too much as the 
team did in '94 would be a recipe for 
disaster with this kind of setup, because 
the bike needs to be able to move

around to sort itself out. It's a funda- 
mentally forgiving chassis design that 
you must trust not to get the better of 
you - and that's a big act of faith to 
make in 20 laps at those speeds. 

Yet out of a slow turn like Siberia, 
Honda or MG, the Kawasaki pulls really 
cleanly from 8000 rpm upward. It hasn't 
got the fierce transition into the power- 
band it used to have, but from 11,000 
rpm it really pulls hard and picks up 
revs very fast indeed till before you 
know it you're taching over 14,000 and 
it's time to think about shifting gears. 
Though the speed shifter works well 
and isn't oversensitive as on the Ducati, 
I ended up turning it off by means of the 
right of the two switches on the left clip- 
on. Why? When I started to slide the 
back wheel I found I was hitting the 
lever with my boot as I leaned on the 
footpeg to control the slide - so when 
the engine chimed in again after cutting 
out, the bike slid even more. Anthony 
had to ride this bike in the race next 
week, after all... 

Once straightened up out of Siberia, I 
got a vivid message about how power- 
ful this engine is. With the stiff rear sus- 
pension to stop the back end bottoming 
out, you get great power wheelies in the 
bottom three gears: fun, fun, fun. 

But a week later, after winning its 
final race, this fast, fearsome, four-stroke 
factory racer was headed for the Muzzy 
museum - pensioned off, its working 
career over. Some vintage racer. The 
Muzzy Kawasaki team won the first big 
Superbike race of 1995, and the last. 
What happened in between is the stuff 
they write Hollywood screenplays 
about. But the bottom line is that in 
1995, Anthony Gobert grew up from 
being a promising kid to a man his 
rivals must respect - and this was the 
bike that helped him do that. In 1996, 
with its new short-stroke successor, the 
bets must be strong that the Go-Show 
will go all the way to the top of the table 
in World Superbike racing. €N

PERRIS, CA, DEC. 30 

t was a day of surprises and big 

pay-offs at Perris Raceway for the 
annual GFI Invitational Supercross, as 
privateer Phil Lawrence and Team 
Yamaha's John Dowd scored big wins in 
the 250 and 125cc Pro Supercross classes. 

For Lawrence it was a privateer's 
dream come true after he spanked the 
factory efforts of Kawasaki's Damon 
Huffman and Yamaha's Damon Brad- 
shaw and held of a last-lap charge by 
Honda of Troy's Mike Craig for one of 
the sweetest victories of his career. 

Dowd, on the other hand, surprised 
the masses somewhat by erasing doubt 
as to whether or not he'd be competitive 
as a 30-year-old in the 125cc class by 
posting an undisputed win. 

This year event promoter Goat Breker 
took the initiative to institute a new 
supercross format very similar to that 
used in NASCAR's truck program. The 
new format would stop the racers for 
five minutes at the halfway point of the 
14-lap race. During the break, riders 
would be able to catch their breaths, take 
a drink, or make mechanical repairs. On 
the restart, the racers would line up in 
single file in their previous positions and 
would continue racing. The idea behind 
this new format was to keep the riders as 
bunched up as possible, thus providing 
a better show for the spectators. The rid- 
ers gave the new format mixed reviews 
but the spectators seemed to find the rac- 
ing more entertaining. 


All eyes were focused on Huffman 
and Bradshaw for the start of the 250cc 
Pro feature, but when the gate dropped, 
p Lawrence and Donald Upton 

eaded the field as the pack rounded 
the first turn. Both Huffman and Brad- 
shaw were buried deep in the pack, 
completing the first lap in seventh and 
12th places, respectively. Huffman sud- 
denly began slowing. ^I came in a little 
too hot and the track was watered, and I 
thought I was going to crash," Huffman 
said. “Then I did a big swapper and I 
knocked the wind out of myself on the 
crossbar pad, and I couldn't do nothing 
for like a lap." 

While Huffman was recovering Brad- 
shaw was charging with a "new fire" 
that resembled the Bradshaw of old. 

“I think his desire to win is back,” 
said Yamaha team member Mike Guer- 
ra. "It looks like's having fun with it 
again, but the whole key to Damon is 
desire, and he is showing more of that 
now. Damon's about 75 percent recov- 
ered from his shoulder injury, but he 
will make up for it with his desire to 
win. I think he'll surprise a few people." 

Bradshaw did not disappoint and 
fought his way into the top Ea shortly 


after his teammate Doug Dubach did a 

header after a big double jump. 
Bradshaw kept the heat on reigning 

East Coast 125cc Supercross Champion 


Mickael Pichon for the next two laps 
and pressured him to make a mistake 
when he went over the top of a berm. “I 
jumped too far over the jump and I 
couldn't take the turn," Pichon said. 
“I'm a little tired because I just arrived 
from France." 

Meanwhile, Bradshaw moved into 
second only to be surprised by Craig, 
who forced his way into second place 
just before reaching the halfway point. 

When the riders pulled into the hold- 


ing area for the five minute pause, the: 


order was Lawrence, Craig, Bradshaw, 
Pichon and Huffman. 

The restart was good for Huffman, 
who was now only a short distance 








behind the leaders in fifth. Huffman 
dogged Pichon for two laps before he 
made his move, then set after Bradshaw. 
Huffman closed the distance on Brad- 
shaw, and the two factory pilots battled 
for third. Huffman tried on three occa- 
sions to pass Bradshaw, but with each 
attempt Bradshaw answered back and 
held on. About the same time Craig was 
pressuring Lawrence for the lead, but 
“Factory Phil" held his lines. 

With one lap remaining, the battle for 
the lead became a four-rider battle 
involving Lawrence, Craig, Bradshaw 
and Huffman. 

AII eyes watched in anticipation as 
each of the four stepped up to the plate

and made their individual bid for the 
lead, but in the end Lawrence would 
hold on for the victory followed by 
Craig, Bradshaw, Huffman and Pichon. 
“I’ve been riding real well lately," 
Lawrence said. "I wanted to come out 
here and win today. All week long I 
didn't think anything but win. I didn't 
care who was going to be out here. I 
wanted to win real bad." 

While most racers, including 
Lawrence, start their motocross careers 
in the 125cc class and wind up in the 
250cc ranks, Yamaha pilot John Dowd 
has accomplished the opposite. “I don't 
think that I’m at any disadvantage rid- 
ing the 125cc class this year," he said, 
“but it's kind of a new thing for me. I’m 
kind of excited about it. I think I'm 
going to use that to my advantage." 

Pro Circuit-backed David Pingree led 
the first seven laps of the race but was 
somewhat disappointed when the race 
was stopped after the first seven laps. “I 
don't like the new format so much right 
now," Pingree said. "That's because I 
had a big lead, so that's kind of a disad- 
vantage for me." 

Pingree led the restart but tangled 
with Yamaha's Kevin Windham. "I got a 
good drive through the whoops and I 
went inside of Kevin. Then he cut in and 
tried to take off and get by me, and we 
just hit. He flew off one side and I got 
squirrelly and went right off the side of 
the track. It (the get-together) put a hole 
in my pipe, but that's racing." 

at opened the door for Dowd, who 
gladly excepted the lead. From the side- 
lines, former supercross champion. Bob 
Hannah gave Dowd the signal to push 
100 percent, and Dowd followed the 
order to the letter and pulled away for 
the eventual win. Pingree regrouped for 
second, while Chad Pederson, Casey 
Johnson and Honda support rider Rob- 
bie Reynard, who started the race in 
27th place, rounded the top five. 

In only his third pro race, Casey 
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Lytle finished eighth just a short dis- 
tance behind sixth-place finisher 
Michael Brandes and seventh place 
Kevin Windham. eN

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INTERVIEW | Roy Janson - Director of Supercross for SRO and PACE

oy Janson, the former AMA race 

director, now the Director of Super- 

cross Operations for SRO Motor- 

sports and PACE Supersports, the 

promoting group for the AMA Super- 
cross Series, has been in the business of 
motocross and supercross since 1964. More 
than once, Janson has found himself in the 
middle of controversy and on the receiving 
end of many pointing fingers. But through it 
all, Janson has endured the scrutiny and 
continues his endeavor to make the sport of 
supercross the best it can be. 

Recently, we caught up to Janson and 
chatted with him about supercross and the 
upcoming season which gets under way in a 
few days. 

Why don’t you start out by telling 
us about the changes on the 1996 
Supercross schedule. 

There are a few new events and some 
other changes. One of the most exciting 
is the move to Charlotte Motor Speed- 
way for that round of the series. Char- 
lotte Motor Speedway is recognized as 
one of the premiere racing facilities in 
the world. To run a supercross on their 
front lawn by the grandstands similar to 
the Daytona event will be a huge boost, 
‘and so will the tie-in to an important 
NASCAR facility. It will help draw 
attention to us with other sponsors as a 
top-line motorsports activity that is wor- 
thy of their sponsorship. 

We are also planning on going into 
the new TransWorld Dome in St. Louis, 
the newest building to open up in the 
United States. We think that any time 
we can take supercross into these new 
and exciting buildings it’s good for the 
sport. We've proved that by going into 
Minneapolis’ Metrodome and the RCA 
Dome in Indianapolis. We try to update 
the venues as best as we can each year 
and take advantage of these new build- 
ings opening up. 

Does NASCAR have any involve- 
ment in the Charlotte event? 

NASCAR is not, but the owners of 
Charlotte Motor Speedway will be our 
partners in that event. They bring to the 
equation a very highly respected pro- 
motion history. We think the combina- 
tion of PACE/Supersports and the 
Speedway people is going to make for a 
really good event. We’re going to be 
announcing a number of exciting things 
that will run in conjunction with that 
event to try to bring more spectators 
out, because we think that it's going to 
be a pretty exciting Saturday night. 

There was a lot of pressure from the 
manufacturers and other interested 
parties in starting the series in Ana- 
heim, California, rather than Orlando, 
Florida. Why didn’t that change hap- 
pen? 

We weren't able to change it this year 
because we had commitments that came 
ahead of our desire to meet the expecta- 
tions of the manufacturers. We have, 
though, been involved in discussions 
with the AMA where it is our intention 
to start the season at Anaheim if we can 
get the dates that we need to kick off the 
season there. 

The conflict over scheduling has 
been an ongoing thing, hasn’t it? 

It has been a topic for several years 
and the difficulty relates to the number 
of events that are in Anaheim. There are 
three motorsports events that tradition- 
ally run there and trying to get the 
events in there while they (the stadium) 








tries to work in their soccer program 
makes things crowded at that time of 
year. We're doing the best that we can 
to come up with a schedule that is 
acceptable to everyone and still take 
supercross to the best facilities in the 
country. 

Doesn't supercross have more juice 
than a soccer match that's going to 
have three or four thousand people at 
it? 

Well, not necessarily. There's a lot of 
other aspects that go into the scheduling 
of events, like commitments and the 
local market. Supercross isn't even the 
biggest dirt event that runs at Anaheim 
Stadium. The monster truck show that 
SRO Motorsports promotes in Anaheim 
has had a stronger gate the past couple 
of years than supercross, so they've 
moved to the top in priority. It's our 
understanding that there will also be an 
off-road grand prix similar to the one 
that Mickey Thompson used to run 
there, so three dirt events trying to run 
the same month makes things crowded. 

Let me ask you this: If you had 
twice as many spectators at the San 
Jose SX as you did in Cleveland last 
year, why would you elect to go back 
to Cleveland and not San Jose in 1996? 

We're trying to get a geographical 
distribution of supercross so that we can 
bring events to all parts of the country. 
We still have not met our goal of getting 
supercross back in the Northeast for rea- 
sons that continue to exist and have pre- 
vented us from going back to the Mead- 
owlands (New Jersey) or Foxboro 
(Massachusetts). We would like to place 
an event in the true Northeast of the 
U.S., but we haven't been able to 
achieve that. Cleveland is about as close 
as we can get. We have a strong interest 
in Syracuse (New York), and we've vis- 
ited there a couple of times to meet with 
those folks. Maybe something will 
change in the future and we can cross 
over into New York state. We think that 
would be a strong supercross event. 

What are some of the elements that 
make it hard to get into the Northeast? 
Is it the labor situation? Is it the win- 
dow of opportunity because of the 
weather? The pro teams? 

It's all those things and more. The 
weather keeps you out of the Northeast 
until late April or early May, but with 
the desire to try to shorten the super- 
cross season in May rather than going 
into June as we traditionally have limits 
our opportunities to get Northeastern 
events. You also have the cost of pro- 
ducing the events because some facili- 
ties just make it impossible to take an 
event in there. But bringing an event to 
the Northeast region fans is at the top of 
our list. 

Why is Las Vegas out as a super- 
cross city? 

Las Vegas has not been a particularly 
strong event in the past. We looked at 
Las Vegas but it simply didn't make the 
cut. We felt that the new buildings we 
had were of a higher priority than going 
back to Las Vegas. 

Let's talk about that Las Vegas thing 
of last year. When the lights went out 
and then the top riders decided not to 
come to the gate last year, what were 
you thinking? 

Our primary concern was about how 


the crowd would react. There were alot : 


of folks who had been sitting in the 
grandstands for a long period of time. 
We were concerned that if we were not 








able to complete the program that night 
that we might be faced with a difficult 
situation with unruly spectators who 
felt that they were being sent home 
without seeing a quality show. We also 
had commitments that prevented us 
from being able to reschedule the event 
the next day because the facility had 
been rented to Honda for the produc- 
tion of the latest Jeremy McGrath com- 
mercial. It was a very costly production 
for them and not something that could 
be easily rescheduled. They had TV 
trucks and light trucks and about 50 
staff people that were there in various 
capacities. We didn't have the luxury of 
simply saying, "Folks, hold on to your 
tickets and come back tomorrow." 

There's some kind of cruel irony 
there that Jeremy McGrath did ride at 
Las Vegas, but unfortunately it was on 
Sunday in an empty stadium. 

(Laughs) Yes, it is. It's one of those 
things that, when you look back, it 
appears a bit more funny now than it 
did then, the fact that top Honda riders 
rode around on Sunday when no one 
else was out there. 

Everyone has heard the theories and 
reasons why those guys didn't ride, 
that there were a lot of things wrong 
with supercross that needed fixed. 
What do you think some of those 
things might be? 

I think that most of the difficulties 
that we had last year were the residual 
of the late start that we got. There were 
prolonged negotiations between the 
supercross producers and the AMA that 
dragged out a lot of the planning until 
just before the start of the season. The 
loss of MTEG midway through the year 
meant that we also had to pick up the 
pieces.of that shattered program. We 
inherited the last two events (San Jose 
and Las Vegas) and that added to an 
already busy and somewhat difficult sit- 
uation. Looking back, I don't think that 
the problems were as significant as they 
were identified to be at the time, and T 
think that we our on track to find solu- 
tions to the problems that were brought 
to our attention. 

It seemed like everyone from the 
fans to the riders to the media were 
blaming the promoters for the sport's 
woes. Do you feel that they were 
wrong or were they right? 

First of all, I don't think that the pro- 
gram is broken or that it needs a great 
deal of fixing. I don't know that focus- 
ing attention on the promoters who did 
everything that they said they would do 
is very fair. Promoters schedule events, 
they post a purse, and they contract 
with the AMA to come and run the 
races for them. The promoters ran all of 
the events that they said they would run 
and paid all of the purses that they said 
they would pay. Everything that was 
expected or required of the companies 
that produce AMA Supercross Series 
was done. I don't know that it's appro- 
priate to lay blame on them for all of the 
problems. 

One big problem was the lack of a 
points fund, but that's been rectified, 
hasn't it? 

It was a big problem in '95 but all of 
the riders knew about that. I personally 
told all of the riders at Orlando that we 
had lost our sponsor from the previous 
year and that we now had a situation 
where we did not have a sponsored 
points fund to pay out. We're still trying 
to find someone to fill that role for the 
'96 series, but whether we find that 
sponsor or not we have made a commit- 
ment as the producers of the series to 
pay $100,000 ourselves so that there is a 
bit of light at the end of the tunnel for 
the riders. 





We have also made a commitment to 
raise the purse money, and we have 
reinstated guest passes for participants. 
We are doing our best to try to keep up 
with the expectations of the riders. 

How did the whole conflict between 
the promoters and the AMA get 
resolved? What was the clincher to get 
this thing going again? 

I think the clincher was the recogni- 
tion from all parties associated with 
supercross that if we were going to be 
successful in the very complicated field 
of modern motorsports, we had to have 
the strongest team we could have. I 
think that the combination of the exper- 
tise of the AMA in running and officiat- 
ing events and the expertise of compa- 
nies like SRO Motorsports and PACE 
Supersports in producing events makes 
for an awfully strong team. That was 
really what brought the whole thing 
back together. We needed to have a 
coordinated effort with everyone doing 
what they did best. 

With SRO and PACE Supersports' 
expertise in producing events, who do 
you have out there pounding the pave- 
ment trying to pick up sponsors for 
supercross? 

Within both companies there are staff 
people who's sole job it is to look for 
sponsorships, send out proposals and 
keep turning those rocks over looking 
for opportunities. It's a professional staff 
of people who have been doing this for 
a number of years. I'm confident that we 
will soon be able to turn a corner and 
find some sponsorship. 

Hey, you know who's pretty good at 
stuff like that is Jeff Glass, the former 
racer. He was a legend at finding great 
sponsors and he knows how to talk 
about this business. I mean, the series 
draws about 35,000 per race from the 
16-34 year-old male crowd, which is 
supposed to be very attractive to mar- 
keting types but difficult to explain. 
Maybe what you need is just someone 
who can explain to them what the 
sport's all about. 

You're right. Jeff's always been suc- 
cessful at securing quality outside spon- 
sorship, like when he signed Surf Deter- 
gent. And yes, we have been talking 
with him about some opportunities. 
Motorcycling in general is a bit more 
complicated to sell to the general public 
than other automobile sports, but the 
demographics are very strong. The 
problem is that they tell us, ^Yes, it 
looks good, but we already bought them 
at NASCAR or NHRA or SCCA or 
IMSA." It's hard to convince companies 
that what we deliver is a rather unique 
group. One of the things that we do 
know is that our audience is very loyal 
and they will support companies that 
are involved in sponsoring supercross. 
Now that the program is stabilized and 
refocused, we will be more attractive to 
sponsors in the future. We have a long- 


" term deal signed with the AMA that 


lends itself to a more inviting opportu- 
nity for sponsors and we think that we 
will bring some companies in soon. 

It's also important to mention that 
while we haven't yet found a title spon- 
sor for the '96 series, we do enjoy tremen- 
dous support from within the industry. 
In 1995 the 25 companies that participat- 
ed in our contingency program paid out 
almost $400,000 to riders. The best part of 
that is that most of that money went to 
non-factory riders who really needed it, 
especially in the 125 class, where a rider 
could win $2000 in purse money and 
then another $5000 in contingency prizes, 
meaning he takes home $7000 for win- 
ning a 125cc regional race. I don't know 
of any other non-national program that 
has that sort of payday. 





What is going on with the super- 
cross television package for the near 
future? 

We are continuing to negotiate with 
the major cable companies. We have 
had good relations in the past with 
ESPN and continue to talk with them, 
but the concerns we have raised with 
ESPN are the same concerns that many 
spectators have, like the time slot and 
the number of times the show has been 
pre-empted for other programs. One of 
the difficulties is also the fact that if you 
are on prime time on the West Coast as 
we are, you're on VCR-time on the East 
Coast. It's a decision that the network 
makes, not us. So we have to pick one 
coast or the other. Some of the regional 
outfits like PRIME Network have more 
flexibility, but you don't always get reg- 
ular broadcasts with them. I think that 
we are fortunate to have been on the 
premiere sports network (ESPN), but we 
are looking at a number of other oppor- 
tunities in addition to ESPN to ensure 
that we have the very best deal and 
exposure that we can get. 

Is there any chance for any live tele- 
vision broadcasts any time soon? 

I think those are exciting possibilities, 
and we have been talking with Seals 
Communications about the logistics of 
doing such broadcasts. Last summer the 
Peoria TT was shown live on CBS, 
which was a pretty big deal. One of the 
problems we have with our program is 
that it's a little lengthy at just over three 
hours, so doing the entire program 
might not be possible; but doing the last 
third_of the program with just the main 
events might be more realistic. 

That's what they do with the Paris 
Supercross. They condense all the 
qualifying for a short segment to open 
the show and go right into the main 
event live, which is broadcast all across 
Europe. 

But Europe doesn't have the same 
market competition that we've here in 
America. They don't have the NFL, the 
NHL, the NBA, Major League Baseball 
or any of the other major league sports. 
Plus there's the formidable presence of 
college basketball in the first and second 
quarter of the year, which is when 
supercross runs in America. To try to 
find weekend time slots that do not con- 
flict is really difficult to do when you're 
going up against stick and ball sports 
and NASCAR. 

It was recently announced that 
NASCAR is going to Japan this year. Is 
there any chance of expanding the 
supercross series outside of the U.S.? 

We have discussed with the AMA 
the possibility of taking the AMA Super- 
cross Series off-shore, but we were 
never able to get it put together. We 
know that there's a strong interest in 
bringing the American riders to Europe 
based on the fact that the big European 
races are built around the presence of 
the Americans. Still, there's nothing 
planned short-term outside the U.S. 

What do you think about the World 
Supercross Series? There's a lot of talk 
made every year about the huge purs- 
es, the start money and all that. Why 
are such things not possible in the 
States? 

Well, one of the first difficulties is the 
cost of producing those events. We 
don't have the ability to sell our tickets 
for what they can sell them for in other 
parts of the world. For instance, the 
Paris-Bercy event is said to have had 
33,000 people over three nights, paying 
about $75 a ticket. Unfortunately, we 
have to be realistic in our ticket pricing 
and at many of our events we have low- 
ered ticket prices to $10 for the upper 
deck and $5 for kids in order to attract 





families back to supercross. I think that 
the World SX program may be a bit 
overrated as far as competitiveness 
goes, and that the U.S. Supercross pro- 
gram is the premiere series in the world. 
The only reason that these other events 
are as strong as they are is because they 
have talent that's been developed here 
in the U.S. but marketed in these other 
countries. 

Has there been anything thrown up 
on the idea board about how to make 
the opening ceremonies a little better 
and how to keep the crowd a little 
more entertained between heat races 
and the like? 

We are always trying to come up 
with new ideas on how to improve the 
pageantry of supercross, and we've 
always gone with proven entertainment 
like fireworks and such. I think that the 
best opening ceremonies are the ones 
that are simple and well-organized and 
that just present the top riders to the 
crowd and get the program under way. 
I don't think that it's necessary to do 
some of the pageantry that exists at the 
international events. 

The intimacy isn't there anyway, 
because most of those international 
events are in small, covered stadiums, 
not the huge football stadiums we hold 
them in here in America. A "Wild West 
Show" works in a small arena like 
Paris, but it probably wouldn't work at 
centerfield in Anaheim Stadium. 

That's right, and I don't think people 
understand that at times. Bercy is a very 
small building, comparable to the build- 
ings we run arenacross in here in the 
U.S. Such small buildings lend them- 
selves to that kind of opening. They also 
have the resources to do those things 
based on their high ticket prices. We 
also don't want to detract from the real 
reason that we are there, and that is to 
showcase the racing itself. That's what's 
important to us. 

As for intermission, they are mandat- 
ed at most buildings so that the stadium 
can sell their hot dogs, sodas and beer. 
Promoters don't share in the revenues 
from concessions in America but we are 
required to provide intermission. We 
have gone both ways to fill those time 


periods, sometimes giving folks a reason- 


to stay in their seats and watch what's 
on the floor and other times just taking a 
full time-out to work on the track or 
whatever and let people stretch their 








legs or hit the restroom. We don't know 
which is best, so we've been trying to 
find a balance. We've used minibike rid- 
ers in the past and all sorts of other 
stuff, some of which were probably less 
than entertaining. 

Okay, what was the all-time low as 
far as intermission entertainment goes? 

I would have to say the guy who was 
laying on a bed of nails at Seattle three 
or four years ago. Then he picked up a 
car battery with a coat hanger that was 
going through the hole in his tongue. I 
think that was the all-time low. I always 
liked minibike riders.and I always 
enjoyed it when Larry Maiers would 
interview the kids afterwards. But we're 
always looking for ways to improve the 
show and give more quality entertain- 
ment. The key to our success is to be 
current and competitive with the other 
types of entertainment that are out 
there. 

What about things like jumping 
contests? They're huge in Europe and 
in a lot of arenacross contests in Ameri- 
ca. 

They certainly are, but the problem 
with that in supercross is, one; I don't 
think the factories would allow their 
riders to participate in extracurricular 
activities during the racing season for 
fear that they would get hurt, and two, 
The AMA has very strong concerns 
about things like jumping contests and 
what they might do to our liability 
insufance costs. That's why they cur- 
rently don't allow those activities to be 
included at our supercross events. 

With four races left to go in the 
series, I guess one could see where 
Honda and the AMA would be a little 
concerned about letting Jeremy do a 
“Superman” during intermission on a 
U.S.-style triple jump. 

What about the tracks for next year? 
Do you guys have anything new and 
exciting up your sleeves as far as mak- 
ing the tracks more competitive? The 
big theory is that the tracks are so tech- 
nical that McGrath and only McGrath 
can master them, so it's useless to build 
the tracks to challenge him at this 
point in his career. 

I think that's true. I think that we've 
painted ourselves into a corner as far as 
the technical aspect of the tracks have 
gone these past few years. I feel that we 
have the premiere track-builder in the 
world with Rich Winkler and his crew at 








Dirt Works, but one of the problems we 
have with him is that he has a desire to 
always make it better. If a track was this 
good this week, then it has to be this 
much better next week, and so on and so 
forth. So we got ourselves into a situation 
where we tried to challenge the very top 
riders but lessened the competitiveness 
of some of those middle-level riders. 

One of the things that is absolutely 
critical is that we need to enhance the 
ability to pass on a race track. I'm afraid 
that with highly technical tracks we've 
taken away some of the opportunities to 
get a lot of good side-by-side racing. I 
think that the spectators will be sur- 
prised when they see the tracks for 1996. 
In some places we are going to have 
whoop sections that go the length of the 
building. We are very sensitive to the 
comments we've heard and the letters 
we've received concerning the designs 
of our race tracks. We want to be sure to 
provide the best, safest tracks we can. 
We want to be sure that we are doing 
the best we can at providing adequate 
take-offs and landings and to connect 
those jumps with obstacles that provide 
an entertaining experience while 
encouraging the opportunities to get out 
there and compete. If we are going to 
see better racing, we are going to have 
to tone down the race tracks a little bit. I 
don't know if I'm alone in that position, 
but in our discussions with the AMA 
and our dirt contractor, that is the direc- 
tion we are going in 1996. 

You probably aren't alone in that 
belief because last year there was a 
fairly high casualty rate in supercross. 
We lost LaRocco, Albertyn, Lamson, 
Reynard, Gonzalez - a lot of guys, and 
a considerable part of their season was 
lost to injuries sustained in the stadi- 
ums. Now nothing can be entirely 
blamed on the tracks because there are 
circumstances to every crash but don't 
you think the tracks had something to 
do with it? 

Well, in Albertyn's case when he was 
injured in Orlando it was on a very sim- 
ple, uncomplicated, and short double 
that he came up short on, and then he 
was reinjured on a press day when he 
was supposed to be out there just riding 
easy. He was trying to make up for 
some lost time after having sat out a few 
events, and he was a bit more aggres- 
sive than he needed to be on a press 
day. But we're real concerned about 
having the riders out there in a con- 
trolled and appropriate environment. 
We want to avoid injuries and we will 
do all that we can to assure that. 

What would you do to improve the 
sport of supercross? You've been 
around for a long time in an official 
capacity and you've seen a lot of 
things, but what if you were just a guy 
sitting in the stands watching super- 
cross - what's your dream race? 

My dream race is to recreate the 
Atlanta SX that's run for the past several 
years. It always seems that in Atlanta 
we get some of the best racing of the 
season every year. The dirt just seems to 
lend itself to great traction and a great 
track. There's always three or four guys 
still in the hunt on the last lap. To me 
that ought to be our goal as far as the 
quality of the event goes. 

Jeremy's dominance over the past 
couple of years has created a situation 
where there are a number of guys out 
there who are racing for second place 
instead of first place. I hope that there's 
some guys that are going to step up and 
give him a challenge. When he stepped 
out of the pack three years ago I don't 
know that anyone had any vision that 
he was going to become so dominant so

Fowler, Naegle top 
Carlsbad MX finale 


By Scott Rousseau 
Photo by Jeff Hain 


erry Fowler and Jim Naegle were 

| two of the fastest men on the 

fabled USGP track at Carlsbad 

Raceway, and each claimed a class win 

as Racing Enterprises Motocross closed 
out its 1995 motocross season. 

Although both riders were on the 
race track at the same time, they were in 
separate classes and thus scored sepa- 
rately. Fowler had entered the 125cc Pro 
class but found himself locked in a titan- 
ic struggle for overall supremacy with a 
pair of hot-riding Vet Pros in KTM- 
mounted Willy Musgrave and former 
AMA 125cc National Champion Marty 
Smith. The three riders battled it out in 
the first moto, with Fowler taking the 
point early in the race while Musgrave 
and Smith struggled for second overall 
in the moto and the lead in the Vet Pro 
class. Fowler would never be caught, 
and he crossed the line ahead of the 250- 
mounted Musgrave and Smith, who fin- 
ished first and second, respectively, in 
the Vet Pro class. Ty Kady finished well 
off the lead pace to claim second in the 
125cc Pro class. Kady would not start 
the second moto. 

Further back, Naegle had struggled 
off the Vet Junior gate with a sixth-place 
start, but he quickly forged his way 
toward the front to do battle with class 
leader Jeff Gray. Naegle continued to 
dog Gray for the majority of the moto 
before making his way into the lead just 
after the downhill on the Carlsbad Free- 
way. Jeff Seifert was also in the chase, 
keeping his RM125 pinned to the stops 
as he flew by Gray late in the moto 
while trying to catch the fleeing Naegle. 
But Naegle had built up enough of a 
lead to claim the moto win. 

Fowler got out-horsepowered at the 
start of the second Pro/ Intermediate / 
Junior moto and soon found himself 
struggling to get past Vet Intermediate 
Eddie Moore while Musgrave estab- 
lished an early lead. Fowler finally 
passed Moore and caught up to Mus- 
grave, who was riding smoothly and 
making it all but impossible for Fowler 
to find a way past. Musgrave continued 
to hold the lead, but a lapped rider ulti- 
mately sealed his fate when the lapper 
inadvertently cut him off on the final 
lap, allowing Fowler to make an outside 
pass for the lead and the win. A frustrat- 
ed Musgrave was second ahead of 
Smith, who crashed early in the moto 
before making his way to the front. 

Meanwhile, Naegle had taken the Vet 
Junior lead much earlier in the moto, 
but Seifert was a man on a mission as he 
ran Naegle down late in the moto and 
made several attempts to pass. Naegle 
was able to hold Seifert off at every turn 
and even ran into a bit of good luck 
when he stalled in one of the final turns 
but was able to get moving again to take 
the win before Seifert could get around 
him. Seifert's 2-2 moto finishes were still 
good enough for second overall in the 
Vet Junior class, while Gray finished 
third overall with a 3-3.

Toland highlights Willow 
Springs Road Race

Doug Toland was the man of the hour in one of 
the most hotly contested races of the season 
when the Toyota Gold Cup Formula One Series 
capped off its final round of racing for the year 
under the Willow Springs Motorcycle Club at 
Willow Springs International Raceway. 

Toland, who had won this event the past 
two months in a row, was challenged by Chuck 
Graves, a multi-time F-1 champion at Willow 
Springs:-as well as Curtis Adams, the defending 
F-1 champion. 

With the drop of the starter's flag, Graves 
grabbed the holeshot off the line followed by 
Toland, Walt Dorsch and Adams. In the second 
lap, Toland was sitting right behind Graves, 
looking for any opportunity to pass. In the same 
lap, Adams powered past Dorsch to move into 
third. 

As the next lap got underway, a three-rider 
dice was under way between Graves, Toland 
and Adams. Coming down the front straight to 
complete the lap, all three riders were side-by- 
side, with Toland taking the lead briefly before 
being pushed back to second by Graves round 
ing turn one. But Toland was determined, and a 
few turns later he went around the inside of 
Graves to take the lead on his Scott Waters-pre- 
pared Ducati 955. 

On the seventh lap, Adams caught Graves in 
turn four and moved up into second. The 
remainder of the race saw a tight battle between 
Graves and Adams with each rider exchanging 
second place on multiple occasions. At the same 
time, Toland opened up a gap and secured his 
hold on the lead. 

As the final few laps got under way, Dorsch 
had moved up on both Graves and Adams and 
was preparing to mount a challenge. However, 
rounding turn nine on the final lap, he lost the 
front end and crashed. At the line, Toland got 
the win, but Graves and Adams crossed the line 
so close that it was left to the WSMC officials to 
determine that Graves took second and Adamis

quickly. Maybe it's time now for a 
Damon Huffman or a Ryan Hughes or 
any of these other aggressive young 
guys to step up. That would be good 
because we need to improve the com- 
petitiveness. 

What about diversifying the series? 
People talk about the good old days of 
supercross racing, back when we had 
Larry Huffman announcing the race on 
a John Savitski-built track with Doug 
Domokos riding wheelies all over the 
place. There were long-jumping con- 
tests in the middle of the heat races and 
over-under bridges and all that other 
stuff. Maybe you've got too much con- 
tinuity today. Maybe you need to put a 
different face on some of these races. 

That’s a good point. In traditional 
sports, the longer you stay as you are, 
the more difficult it becomes to keep 
yourself fresh. I think that that's one of 
the problems that we face - maybe our 
product has become a little bit stale and 
we need to spark it up a little bit. We are 
looking back at what we've done to see 
what was successful in the past. You 
mentioned Doug Domokos - we've con- 
tacted Doug about a couple of events for 
this year. We want to bring him back to 
recharge the spectators that have 
enjoyed his performances. 

How about the guy who used to 
crash a burning bike into a car and 
jump into a stack of boxes? 

(Laughs) We actually do a number of 
those stunts at SRO and PACE thrill 
shows where we do all sorts of acts like 
that, so we're very familiar with the the- 
atrics of other types of motorsports, but 
we've been reluctant to bring them into 
supercross for fear that we are trivializ- 
ing the sport. We don't want to detract 
from the high-quality sport that we 
have. As an example, baseball reinvent- 
ed itself this year by adding another 
division and a playoff. There was a lot 
of controversy about whether it was 
going to improve baseball but anyone 
who saw the playoffs this year knows 
that they were a great deal more inter- 
esting. It's important in sports to make 
minor adjustments that don't detract 
from the program but still freshen it up 
a little bit. We have been talking to the 
great minds of this business to hear sug- 
gestions that they might have. 

Hey, you know what might be cool 
is to have some kind of mascot enter- 
taining the crowd between races, kind 
of like baseball and basketball and 
hockey and all these other sports have. 
Maybe have someone dress up like a 
bear or something and ride around 
during the intermissions. I wish it 
could be Evel Knievel or something! In 
other sports a guy in a buffalo suit 
jumps off a trampoline and dunks a 
basketball through a ring of fire and 
people love it. Maybe that's something 
to look into. 

Yes it is. Other sports traditionally 
have an All-Star game, which is another 
thing that we don't have because all of 
our events are All-Star games. Maybe 
finding one event that stands out from 
all the others might be a way to draw 
some attention to what it is we do. 
We're truly interested in any good ideas 
out there and we are constantly in dis- 
cussion with the AMA about ways to 
improve this activity. 

What if any Cycle News readers 
have any suggestions? Can they send 
them on over? 

We would hope that they would.

Are the troubles over? 

I think that maybe the troubles were 
overstated as far as what the world's 
perception of the difficulties were 
reported. We have a good relationship 
with the AMA and a history that goes 
back 25 years. But in any relationship 
there's problems, but I think that our 
future is bright. We've signed a seven- 
year deal that takes us well into the next 
century and with that sort of stability it 
creates an environment where we can 
do good things. 

We have a strong tradition in super- 
cross of great competition and strong 
tradition of developing top-quality ath- 
letes that become quite famous. We 
think that tradition is going to be main- 
tained based on the strength of our pro- 
gram today - we don't think that it's 
ever been stronger. We enjoy good 
crowds and the very best buildings you 
could ask for in this sport. I think we're 
actually doing à lot better than we 
sometimes get credit for. 

Obviously a lot of people love the 
sport of supercross but simply felt that 
the infrastructure needed a little tun- 
ing. t 

Everyone goes through adjustment 
periods. They have strikes in major 
league sports all the time. I don't think 
that any type of professional entertain- 
ment is immune to occasional difficul- 
ties. The challenge is how to deal with 
those difficulties and getting back on 
track. 

With the AMA question settled, 
what's the biggest challenge facing the 
sport today? 

In the old days, when we could tell 
that motorcycling was a growth activity 
selling a million or so units a year it was 
possible to sell tickets just to motorcy- 
clists and fill up the building. Nowa- 
days motorcycle sales are about a quar- 
ter of what they were 15 years ago and 
we don't have the strength of the mar- 
ketplace in sheer numbers of people. 
The challenge is to demonstrate to the 
non-motorcycling public that this is a 
great sport that is worthy of their atten- 
tion. We want to get the casual spectator 
out there to see our sport. We know we 
are effective in letting motorcyclists 
know what we do; we need to get our 
message out to the general sportsman. 
We want a full house of spectators and 
send them home having seen a good 
show. And we want to give our guys the 
recognition they rightly deserve for 
being the great athletes and performers 
that they are. 

Finally, what is Roy Janson's role in 
the future of supercross? 

Technically, I am the Director of 
Supercross for SRO Motorsports and 
PACE/Supersports. What I do is the 
behind-the-scenes organization of those 
aspects of racing that do not involve 
competition. The AMA is responsible for 
all of the parts of racing that deal with 
riders and mechanics - I oversee the 
nuts-and-bolts of the actual event. I see 
that the facility is rented and in place, 
the track is constructed, the hay bales are 
there, whatever. I'm an operations guy 
that deals with operations-type issues. 
Once the race gets under way, I get to sit 
back a little bit and watch the show 
while the AMA oversees the competi- 
tion. It's a big change from my old job at 
the AMA where I was not involved in 
promotional activities but strictly the 
competition. I’ve had a unique opportu- 
nity to view this sport from both sides of 
the fence. There's no place I'd rather be 
on a Saturday night. ex

he way I see it, motocross and off- 
road racing are fraternal twins that 
were separated at birth. Both have 

e same roots, but motocross was 
dopted by rich parents, while off-road 
Rcing ended up in an orphanage. 

It's easy to see why. Motocross hap- 
lens on a closed course, where specta- 
prs can see all the action, and sponsors 
et their money's worth from advertis- 

g. Off-road races, on the other hand, 
re traditionally near-secret events held 

far from civilization as possible. Spec- 
Ators are welcome, but only a dedicated 
Pw make the trek to see a brief glimpse 
f battered riders as they pass through 

e pits or checkpoints once every lap. 
kccording to the muckety-mucks of the 
otorcycle industry, off-road racing 
ill always be a hand-me-down little 
rother to motocross simply because 
otocross draws the spectators, sells the 
ikes and pays the bills. 

I disagree. It is only a matter of time 
ind hard work before off-road racing 
|dapts and becomes more spectator-ori- 
Inted and truly a big-time motorcycle 
port. That is because spectators can 
ctually relate to and appreciate off- 
pad races better than the jumping exhi- 
itions that big-time motocross has 
lecome. 

This fact was brought home to me 
hen my friend Steve, an enthusiastic 
ewcomer to off-road motorcycling, 
tended both an AMA National Hare 
crambles Series race and a major Are- 
across event within a month or so of 
lach other. Even though he has raced in 
pcal motocross events, his reaction to 
Arenacross was, "It was okay... I saw 

me neat crashes and boy, oh boy, can 
ose guys jump! I might go again if 
ey come back to town next year." 

But my young friend raved for weeks 
bout the National Hare Scrambles 
vent. “That was awesome! You 
ouldn’t believe how fast Plessinger 
oes through the woods. Summers and 
mith were really going at it... Smith 
ould jump over the top of Summers on 
he motocross part of the track, then 
'ummers would plow past Smith in the 
oods! It's just like when we play ride 
very weekend, except they're wicked 
ast. Man, I gotta enter that race next 
ear." The next week he joined the 

A, paid his District 22 fee, and began 
acing local hare scrambles. 

While he enjoyed both races, he was 

better able to relate to the hare scram- 





bles because it was similar to the type of 
riding he did when he went play riding. 
That is why off-road racing, specifically 
hare scrambles, cross country, and cer- 
tain types of desert races, has the poten- 
tial of turning the corner and becoming 
a major player when it comes to attract- 
ing spectators and sponsors. 

Several things have set the stage for 
off-road racing to come out of the shad- 
ows and into the big-name, big-money 
spotlight. Independent promoters like 
Casey Folkes in the desert, Mike 
Burkhart in Missouri, and most promi- 
nently, Dave Coombs east of the Missis- 
sippi River, have worked hard to move 
off-road racing from a purely amateur 
sport to a Pro-Am basis where promot- 
ers and pro riders can make decent 
money. They have managed to create 
local or regional events that draw enthu- 
siastic crowds and significant sponsor 
support. 

At the same time, off-road racers like 
Scott Summers, Scott Plessinger and 
Rodney Smith have worked hard to 
bring a degree of professionalism to 
their sport that was previously missing. 
With Summers leading the way, they 
have established new standards for 
media relations and built an enthusiastic 
base of dedicated fans. They have also 
hammered out increasingly lucrative 
contracts with sponsors that enable 
them to be full-time, professional racers, 
wae in the industry. 

As these top riders have created 
names for themselves, they have 
increased their appeal to spectators, and 
spectators are the key to attracting major 
sponsors to off-road racing. Coombs has 
become a master at promoting and 
drawing spectators to his Grand Nation- 
al Cross Country Series in the Eastern 
U.S. Last year he averaged 250 ATVs 
and 300 bikes at his two-day GNCC 
events, attracting up to 1500 spectators 
each day at even his lesser-known 
events. He does it by copying the way 
NASCAR stages races. 

“I have one crew that does nothing 
but put up flags, posters and banners 
before each event," said Coombs. "We 
want the spectators and riders to feel 
like they are at a big-time event, some- 
thing special. Another crew is in charge 
of the sound system. We have workers 
moving around the track with radios, 
and they call back to our announcer and 
tell him who is passing who, who has 
crashed, who is stuck in the mud. We 





even have our own low-power FM radio 
station that is tied into the PA system. 
Spectators can either bring their own 
headsets or rent them from us and keep 
track of the race while they walk around 
the course. Our goal is for every specta- 
tor to know what is going on, just like 
they do at a NASCAR race, so they feel 
like they are part of the race." 

Scott Summers, seven-time national 
off-road champion, says that once spec- 
tators arrive at an off-road event, they 
must be constantly entertained, and 
that means the layout of off-road cours- 
es must become more spectator-orient- 
ed. 

“We aren't seeing too many of the 
old-style courses, the ones that used to 
be 15 miles long and only passed 
through the pits once per lap," he said. 
"Spectators want to see the riders more 
often than that, so Dave and some of the 
other promoters are designing the tracks 
in sort of a cloverleaf shape, with the 
pits and spectators in the middle. They 
are also shorter, so the laps don't take as 
long, and more laps means more 
chances for spectators to see the race." 

Riders and promoters agree that tele- 
vision is the next step for off-road rac- 
ing, but it is a dangerous one. In the 
right hands, TV coverage could blast 
off-road racing into the big-time, but in 
the wrong hands it could actually scare 
away sponsors. 

"Some of the video coverage of the 
last Blackwater races did us more harm 
than good," said Coombs. "It focused on 
the derelicts and the drinking, and gave 
the event a bad name. We're working 
real hard to get TV coverage of some of 
the GNCC events this year, but we're 
going to be very careful who does it and 
how it is presented." 

"TV could really promote this sport," 
said Summers. "Good coverage of tough 
sections of the course, combined with 
helmet-mounted cameras to give the 
audience a feel for what we see, would 
really make it interesting for people 
watching at home, even if they had 
never ridden a motorcycle. And a good 
announcer who could explain what is 
going on, like they do on NASCAR cov- 
erage on TV, is absolutely essential." 

Rodney Smith, former motocross 
champion and now a major force in the 
off-road title wars, noted that TV cover- 
age could create geometric growth for 
off-road racing: "With good TV cover- 
age we'll draw more fans and riders,

which will attract more sponsors, which 
means more money to attract even more 
fans and riders. I think off-road racing is 
getting real close to a point where it is 
going to take off and become big-time.” 

Given the chance for equal air time 
on TV, can off-road racing compete with 
its long-lost brother, motocross, on a 
spectator-to-spectator basis? Scott 
Plessinger, multi-time GNCC champion 
says, realistically, no. 

“I don't think we can compete head- 
to-head with motocross, simply because 
our races are held in rural areas and the 
spectator base is smaller," he said. "But I 
think that somewhere down the road 
we'll see (off-road) races with 15,000 
spectators, like the outdoor motocross 
races at Mammoth Mountain or Unadil- 
la." 

Big gate-counts will attract big spon- 
sors, and big sponsors (read: big money) 
will attract more pro riders. Some of 
those riders will come from the world of 
motocross. Smith and Fred Andrews are 
just two examples of motocrossers who 
have successfully made the switch, with 
Steve Hatch, Ty Davis and Guy Cooper 
reported to be eyeing the GNCC dog- 
fight in 1996. Curious motocross fans 
will follow their heros to off-road rac- 
ing, swelling gate-counts and drawing 
the interest of even more motocross- 
based sponsors. 

Will 1996 be the year when off-road 
racing turns the corner? Maybe. If 
Coombs or another promoter can catch 
the eye of ESPN or a major network, 
and deliver decent ratings and strong 
audience response, things could happen 
fast. ABC's Wide World of Sports semi 
could be parked at the combined 
GNCC/ AMA Hare Scrambles race at 
Loretta Lynn's. Jerry Bernardo could 
soon be insulting and harassing Sum- 
mers, Plessinger and the other top off- 
road racers for ESPN. Factory sponsored 
tractor-trailer rigs could replace box 
vans in the pits, spectators may begin to 
travel hundreds of miles to watch their 
heroes at well-organized off-road 
extravaganzas, and motocross's hand- 
me-down little brother will finally have 
its day in the sun.
